We 
have  just  installed  a  new  scarifier  in  our  cleaning  plant,  which  is  the 
very  best  and  latest  machine  for  scarifying  seed.  The  seed  goes  into  a 
drum  which  revolves  at  a  terrific  speed.  The  seed  is  thrown  against  a 
carborundum  stone,  which  scratches  the  coating  of  the  seed,  which  gives  a 
quick  germination.

SOW  DURING  WINTER  MONTHS 

The  unhulled  Sweet  Clover  can  be  sown  with  best  results  during  De¬ 
cember,  January  or  February.  Sow  it  right  on  top  of  the  ground  or  snow. 
The  seed  becomes  embedded  in  the  soil  during  the  thawing  and  freezing 
period  of  late  winter  or  early  spring  months.  This  has  a  tendency  to 
break  the  hulls,  causing  the  seed  to  germinate  quickly  when  spring  opens 
up.  This  is  nature’s  way  of  starting  a  new  crop  from  seed  with  the  hulls 
on  that  has  fallen  from  the  plant  that  has  matured  seed.  A  large  per¬ 
centage  of  the  seed  has  the  hulls  on  that  is  shipped  to  us  from  the 
grower.
